BEIRUT, Lebanon 
(AP) — The Jordanian 
army claimed it drove 
invaders from Syria out 
of Jordan Wednesday in 
a “chaotic retreat,” but 
a ceasefire proclaimed 
by King Hussein col¬ 
lapsed when Palestine 
Arab guerrillas rejected 
It 

The ceasefire was agreed 
upon between Huaaein and 
five captured guerrilla 
leadara. and had (he bless tags 
of an Arab peso* mission sent 
from Cairo to Amman Tues¬ 
day. 

But Yasser Arafat, power¬ 
ful leadhr at tha guaiClllaa. 
was not a party to the deal 
and he rejected it in a cable 
to President Nasser of Egypt 
4*4 

Arafat charged that the 
Jordanian army was stm 
fighting the guerrillas in the 
streets of Amman and called 
on the Egyptian leader to end 
the bloodshed. Ha demanded 
a meeting with the Arab 
peace mission. Arafat is 
believed to be somewhere In 
Jordan. 

President Nuiaddin Atasal 
of Syria also denounced the 
ceasefire in a broadcast, 
saying it did not represent the 
opinion of the Arab people. 

Ataasl urged all Arab 
countries to firmly support 
the guerrillas “to end the 
tragic massacre committed 
by butober Hoseein."

Maj.-Gen. Jaafar El 
Nimelry, president of Sudan 
and head of the mission from 
Cairo, said he had met with 
Hussein and the captured 
guerrilla leaden and found 
both “responsive and willing 
to co-operate to end the 
bloody tragedy,” then in its 
seventh day.

Hie guer¬ 
rilla* later destroyed three 
other jetliners at a desert air 
field in Jordan.

In 1967, when the prime 
minister of the day, Lester B. Pearson, had taken 
an unequivocal stand against capital punishment, 
114 members voted to accept the restricted death 
penalty and 87 voted against it. 

Only 20 months before, in a "free” vote 
influenced by no party policy, a private bill to 
outlaw the gallows was defeated by 143 to 112. So, 
with the Common* aa a criterion, it is obvious 
there is a sharp division of opinion as to whether 
hanging should ba retained as a deterrent or not. 
The weight of argument at this time would seem to 
be for retention. 

>. Hanging, or any other form of execution, is 
repugnant to Canadians. But ao is murder. 

Certainly when such a crime occur* there 
.should be no sentimental nonsense about restoring 
a prisoner’s freedom. Too often ft has been the 
experience at tHg society that a man who has 
killed and who is given another chance will kill 
again. 

Parliament almost certainly win be asked in 
the near future to re v iew this ugly problem. It is 
the duty of the electorate to do a little soul- 
searching and advise their representatives faced 
with the responsibility of what is literally a life-or 
death decision.

Down the corridor in our hotel a baby cries. 

The heavy thud of artillary la heard around the city 
followed by fee boom of 75 mm fire. Desert-camouflaged 
aanorad cars crawl along the atreets from the outskirts and 
the Intensity of fire is frightening. 

The hotel is hit by occasional fire and one 5-mm shell 
slams through the bathroom wall of a room of the fourth 
floor tearing a gaping hole in it A Swedish television man ia 
hit in ttia leg while filming from a balcony. 

We spent most of file day c r awl ing along file Boon on our 
■tomacha to try to see what Is going on, then hastily crawling 
back to tot corridor when a bullet chips some concrete off a 
balcony ledge. 

By midmaming the electricity is out and by noon the 
water is off. In fee afternoon the telephone Itnes in the city 
are dead and we are cut off from all direct communication. 
Fires break out all around the etty sending black columns of 
■moke rising above fee white stone buildings on the slopes of 
the hills. 

For more than eight hours the sound of heavy artillery 
punctured by fee chatter of machine-gun fire pervades fee 
city from every side. There seems to be no discernible 
pattern in fee fighting. The army seems to be just pounding 
houses with aa much fire powe r a* they can. 

Sporadic lulls come In fee afternoon, hut they never last 
more than a lew moments. The city reverberates with the 
Bound of rocket, mortar, artillery and machine-gun fire. 

Af every newscast w« huddle around fea few radios to try 
to find out what ia going on here. We hear fee army is 
■hooting anything feat moves. From the fire we coukl also 
hear, we believe it We hear the guerrilla radio claim fee 
guerrilla* control Irhld district and have set up their own 
peoples council there. There is now no doubt H is civil war. 

An armored column of about 20 vehicles crawls pest the 
front of the hotel Wasting away at anything in sight. We see 
more armor on Ihe northern slopes but sniper fire aD around 
the hotel iteepa us back from the balconies.

There was talk that Pele 
was slowing down, that the 
aid magic was gone from his 
feat, that a nsw star, Euse¬ 
bio, had risen to challenge for 
the position of nutnero uno. 

Pele responded by having 
one of his greatest years this 
season. As World Cup time 
approached it was obvious 
that Pete would again be at 
inalde left for Brazil. It was 
like old times for te yellow 
jeraeyed South Americana aa 
Brazil swept through six 
games without a loss, crush¬ 
ing Italy. 4-1, in the finals. 

During the 1961 season Pele 
had scored Ms 1000 th goal, a 
feat never approached by any 
other player. When the goal 
came, in a game before 65,000 
fans in Rio de Janeiro’s 
Mar scans Stadium, play wgs 
stopped while Pele was inter¬ 
viewed above the deafening 
chant “Pate, Pele, Pele" 
which filled the stadium. 
Wilson Simonel, Brazil’s fav¬ 
orite popular singer, led the 
crowd in a song written 
specially for thp movement of 
Prie’a triumph. 

Several days later he was 
honored before a game and 
given a golden crown valued 
at *12,500 aa 90,000 watched. 
Twenty minutes later Pele 
was kicked out of the game 
for disrespect to toe referee. 
COULD NEVER COACH 

"That is why I oould never 
be a good coach,” said Pele, 
“I am always speaking on the 
> field and I complain too 
much. As a ooaeh I would do 
the same and it la not 
correct. For that reason I will 
never coach a team.” 

On the field Pele is incred-

career,” he usually ansers.

Off the field Pele is a quiet, 
almost shy young man with a 
■ty sense of humor and a 
deep dedication to his family 
and his teammates. 

CAN KID ABOUT COLOR 

When he was invited to 
attend a luncheon in Harlem 
as “the most popular negro in 
the world,” Pele refused to 
attend when he learned that 
Ms white teammates had not 
been invited. 

Yet be can kid about bis 
blackness.

‘Turmoil’ 


EDMONTON (CP) —

between teachers and 
school boards across 
Canada will produce 
“increasing turmoil'’ in 
the next few years but

Moir said during a panel 
diccuaaion at the toree-day 
convention of the Canadian 
Education Acaociation that 
tw average Canadian achool 
board and teacher acaociation 
spent nearly eight month* In 
contract negotiation* during 
the last year. 

“A dispute of this nature, 
regardless of 0>e conduct of 
the partle*. tend* to produce 
wounds that loraetimec take 
yean to heal," he said, and 
profeMional negotiators will 
be faired by both boards and 
teachers. 

* * * 

More subtle forms of pres¬ 
sure by both sides will reduce 
the number of strikes and 
there wfll be less emphasis on 
aalary.

Desert Bighorn Near Extinction

DEATH VALLEY, Calif. 
I CMS) — California * bighorn 
■heap stands on the brink of 
extinction because the rang** 
he ooca claimed in die 


wilderness areas are being 
slashed with freeways, towns 
and recreation sites at such a 
rapid rate that the wiki herds 
not under the protection of 
federal tar state government 
could be but a memory in a 
few generations. 

In an effort to preserve and 
Increase the native popula¬ 
tion, state and federal 
agencies have joined forces to 
halt the decline and Improve 
chances for the survival of 
the species. 

The desert bighorn is a shy 
fellow who prefers to stay in 
the remote, arid portions of 
the desert that man seldom 


development. Again the sheep 
are the victims of progress. 

Another threat, one which 
will be harder to control, are 
wild burros. 

Once the pride Of. wandering 
prospectors. the burros have 
increased in such numbers in 
Death Valley for Instance, 
(hat they have become a 
menace to sheep and other 
wildlife that inhabit that part 
of the state. 

When a herd of burros 
tramples a waterhole, the 
sheep will rarely use it, thus 
one species thrives at the 
expense of another. 

A California state law 
prohibits killing burros, as 
they were once slaughtered 
by hunters who used the meat 
for dog food. Now this ssme 
law has become a double- 
edged sword. The burros 
can't be kept In check by 
federal or state agencies 
witholt running afoul of the 
law.

Calif., the bighorn has sur¬ 
vived because of scattered 
waterhoiea that trap rain 
each season. 

At a point in theee moun¬ 
tains rangers hardly ever see, 
a natural cistern over 10 feet 
deep was (armed in the 
rocks. This filled with water 
and kept the local sheep 
supplied through the torturous 
summer months. But as the 
level dropped, the animals 
■were forced to strain to reach 
it. Eventually it became so 
low, the smaller sheep would 
fall in and, unable to climb 
out, they would drown. When 
rangers found this trap, more 
than 30 animals had perished. 

To solve the problem, solid 
rock was blasted and chipped 
away and an exit was built so 
that the cistern can continue 
to provide water, but not 
endanger even the youngest 
animals.

Unlike other species, big¬ 
horns are not nomads by 
nature. They prefer to stay 
within t few miles of the 
place they were born, and 
seldom venture beyond terri¬ 
tory they are familiar with. A 
sheep range interrupted by a 
freeway forces the creatures 
to stay on one side or the 
other, and many times the 
vegetation Isn't nrffielen* to 
support a band of sheep. Thus 
tiie animals start to decline in 
that particular area. 

Natural disasters take their 
ton on the sheep population. 
In the blistered Chocolate 
Mountains east of Indio, 


Elsewhere, in the Death 
Valley Natipnal Monument 
where the sheep are under 
federal and state protection, 
the animals have special 
water tanks. But vandals shot 
these full of holes causing 
untold hardship an the sheep 
and other wildlife. These acts 
continue annually at isolated 
■pots that can't be regularly 
patrolled by rangers. 

Along the Colorado River, 
from the Grand Canyon to the 
Gulf of Baja California, the 
bighorns and other large 
animals accustomed to free 
access to the water are being 
forced away by river-front

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Alaska's Columbia Glacier impressive sight 


By STEVE SHERMAN 

ANCHORAGE, Alaska 
(CNB) — For generation 
people wondered whet to do 
with the magnificent Plelato- 
ceaa glaciers la tie narthern- 
meet state of the US. 

Now they know: glaciers 
are simply there to took at. 

Some glaciers such as Port¬ 
age Glacier near here are 
easily seen from the roadside. 
Others such as Mala* pint 
Glacier (larger than Rhode 
Island) are in remote sections 
of the stale and are seldom 
viewed. 

* * * 

One awe-inspiring legacy of 
the Ice Age though, is along 
the route of the new ferry 
trip from Whittier to Valdez 
in the Prince William Sotml 
of south central Alaska. It's 
an unforgettable sight. 

Columbia Glacier slowly but 
grandly pressures its 11,000- 
vesr-old ice into an iceberg 
bay while the state-owned 
ferry Bartlett eases up to Its 
toweling front wall of Ice. 

The face of the Columbia is 
two and a quarter miles open 
to the sea. The glacier itself 
stretches back 41 miles to the 
huge fecund ice fields In the 
Chugaeh Mounlilns thsi 
spawn other but smaller 
glaciers. 


"This is better than Nor¬ 
wayone well-traveled 
grandmother says again and 
again, obviously very im¬ 
pressed with the gigantic 
peaks of glacial ke. 'Better 
than Norway." 

The captain of the ship 
carefully moves the in-foot 
ferry to within one-third of a 
mile to the front of the ice 
wall. 

“This is as close as we can 
get," he says over the 
loudspeaker. "Right now 

we’re riding over 90 fathoms 
of water." 

★ * * 

Chunks of ice bump agsinst 
the steel bull of the ship. 

He goes on to explain fiat 
the glacier Is 100-300 feet high 
above water level. But the 
depth of the face of the 
glacier is also 479 feet below 
the water surface. 

Suddenly, on the right a 
giant slab of ioe fully two- 
thirds up the SOWoot wall 
breaks loose. 

“There's • fall!" the cap¬ 
tain Shouts. 

The ice cracks and fails 
with a spectacular splash Into 
the water, disappear* into its 
own waves and then re¬ 
appears with an eerie slow 
motion that shows off its huge 
size and power. 


A young-boy with wide eyes 
•ays to anybody, "Man. I 
think we better get out of 
here!" 

The glacier cracks and 
moans and is obviously alive 
in its enormous bulk. Bouse- 
size chunks of ioe break off 
and crash against the test of 
the glacier. The sound echoes 
across tbs expanse o< water 
like summer thunder on long 
Kansas plans. 

* * * 

"The glacier mqves about 
4.1 feet a day,” the captain 
says. “About MB meters a 
year. In summer, especially 
in August, the CbhunUa can 
move aa much aa B-12 teet a 
day.” 

The glacier continues Its 
cavernous rumbles. Pas¬ 
sengers scan the full length of 
the Ice wall. The first who 
spots a fall lets everyone 
know.

Sections of the glacier an 
colored a deep marble blue, 
some areas nearly navy blue. 
The colors draw repeated 
attention and comments.

The Heathers 


Malt gardeners teem to have the 
Met that cutting* taken front member* 
at the heather family are difficult Co 
root eueceufully. Actually, wHh the 
modern technique* we have available to 
us these day*, It it fairly easy to 
propagate the heather*, providing one 
or two OMential rule* are followed. 

The first thing to watch is the 
timing, and the beat time to take and 
root erica slip*, in my opinion, is 
between Aug. 20 and Sept. 30. Half- 
ripened young shoot* are best, and 
there are a lot of these an the parent 
plants at this time at the year. Thin, 
weak twigs are no good, as they never 
make sturdy plants even if they can be 
persuaded to push out some roots. 

Neither should thick, sappy, lush 
shoots be need, for these Invariable wOt 
and decay before they can form roots. 
The best elipe are little side shoots 
growing out from vigorous young main 
shoots. 


removed bom die selected cuttings so 
when they are planted, no foliage win 
be buried. Don't tew off these tiny 
leaves — snip them oil with a pair rf 
manicure aeiason. 

The business end at the cutting is 
now moistened—I stick mine in my 
mouth—and dipped into a hormone 
rooting powder such as Rootme, Stim- 
Root, Seradbc or Thompson's Ree-Toot. 
Any excess powder is shaken off, for 
too much is worse than not enough, and 
the cutting is ready for insertion. 

I root my heather cuttings in five* 
inch Placet pots, but because the 
heathen don’t require much depth of 
sail, I half-fill the pot with gravel first, 
covering this with a layer of green 
moss to prevent the aril from sifting 
through. 

The “aril" is actually a soil-less 
mixture made up with two parts 
dampened peat moss to one part 
vermicuUte, and it is important to leave 
it loose in the pot—do not firm It as you 
would with soil. The pots are watered 
with boiling water and are allowed to 
cool and drain before inserting the 
heather slips. 

I find I can get about 10 of these tiny 
cuttings in a 5-inch pot without 
overcrowding, and when all are in 
place, a little more water, this time 
cool. Is poured very slowly over the 


surface to bring the rooting mlstui* 
Into close contact with the stems. Hm 
cuttings to in about half toeir length. 

With everything oomplated, the poA 
ful of cuttinga is lowered carefully into 
a polythene plastic bag, and the mouth 
of the bag is dosed end seeled to 
render it airtight 

Plastic allows no moisture to escape- 
Water will condense on the inside of the 
beg, providing the steamy atmosphere 
so necessary for successful Tooting of 
slips.

New growth should commence in two 
to three months, indicating that rooting 
has been accomplished. When this is 
observed, cut the bag away, exposing 
the rooted slips to fresh air and a little 
sun. Regular but cautious watering will 
be needed, maintaining the rooting 
mixture only just barely moist, sever 
soggy or sodden. 

If the baby plants tend to grow 
lanky, snip off their tips with manicure 
scissors to induce bushiness. Give 
plenty of fresh air throughout the 
winter, preferably in a room where foe 
temperature never exceeds 00 degrees. 
Once safely rooted, heather cuttings can 
take a lot of cold and would probably do 
as well or better in an unheated 
sun porch or a cold greenhouse as hi a 
room.
